Resource officer stops teen who shot 2 in Maryland school

GREAT MILLS, Md. — A 
teenager armed with a Glock 
semi-automatic handgun 
shot and critically wounded a 
girl inside a Maryland school 
on Tuesday before being 
fatally shot himself when 
a school resource officer 


confronted him. A third stu- 
dent was in good condition 
after he, too, was shot. 


The shooting at Great Mills 


High School, a month after 
17 people were killed at a 
Florida high school, intensi- 
fied calls for Congress to act 
on gun violence at schools. 
This weekend, students 
across the country plan an 
anti- gun-violence march on 


the nation's capital. 

In Maryland, it wasn't 
immediately clear whether 
the shooter took his own life 
or was killed by the officer's 
bullet, St. Mary's County 
Sheriff Tim Cameron said. 
Regardless, the officer, 
Deputy First Class Blaine 
Gaskill, 34, was cred- 
ited with preventing any 
more loss of life because 


he confronted the gunman 
shortly after the students 
were shot. 

Authorities didn't release a 


motive but said they believe the 


girl and the shooter — 17-year- 


old Austin Rollins — previously 


had a relationship. It wasn't 
clear how the 14-year-old boy 
was wounded.

In study, 
Ohio tops 
Gulf Coast 
for oil, gas 


Investment in 
Marcellus, Utica 
shale may be better

If you are an energy 
company with a few bil- 
lion dollars to spend, Ohio 
is amuch more profitable 
place to invest than the 
Gulf Coast, according to 
anew report that would 
have seemed audacious 
just a few years ago. 

The report, by IHS 
Markit, was financed by 
an Ohio economic-devel- 
opment group and is part 
of a broader campaign to 
attract the petrochemi- 
cal industry to the parts of 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia that sit atop 
the Utica and Marcellus 
shale formations. 

By taking on the Gulf 
Coast, the economic 
center of the U.S. oil and 
gas industry, backers of 
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
